DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8 and 36-53 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other claimed limitations, 
an electronic device having a regioregular polythiophene of the formula of claims 8, 36, or 39 
having both the unsubstituted and R-substituted polythiophene segments and the optional linking 
segment, A, wherein the side chain R is limited to a siloxyalkyl of trimethylsiloxyalkyl, or 
triethylsiloxyalkyl. Additionally, the "alkyl" in claims 8, 37, 38, 40, 41, refers specifically and 
only to the alkyl portion of the siloxyalkyl of trimethylsiloxyalkyl, or triethylsiloxyalkyl side 
chains. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
